Bolin. 

In addition to his son, Bolin 
is survived by two others sons, 
Darrell and Ediston Bolin, at 
home; six daughters, Mrs.

RANIER MOVES FROM REDWINE TO 
GRANDDADDY KNOB TO MINE COAL 


Harry B. Ranier’s Tripple 
Elkhorn Mining Co. has tem¬ 
porarily abandoned its propos¬ 
ed strip mining operations near 
Redwine and has moved east¬ 
ward to long ridges between 
Granddaddy Knob and the head 
of Laurel Fork of Elkfork where 
the firm has three bulldozers 
and a loader mining a 6 to 9 
foot vein of coal on land own¬ 
ed by Walter Fannin. 

The company during the past 
few months had made explora¬ 
tory openings over a wide area 
on the ridges between tire head¬ 
waters of Little Sandy and the 
headwaters of Straight Creek 
and Laurel, tributaries of Elk- 
fork of of Licking. 

At first it was proposed to 
start operations on the ridges 
on the headwaters of North 
Fork near Redwine and haul 
the coal to Clearfield over the 
old Morehead and North Fork 
Railroad right-of-way. 

But in recent weeks, Ranter 
moved his exploratory opera¬ 
tions eastward to the Grand¬ 
daddy Knob section which lies 
between the head of Straight 
Creek and Laurel Fork. 

And last week his machinery 
commenced uncovering coal and 
hauling it to Van Lear to load 
on the C&O. The trucks are 
hauling the coal down Laurel 
Fork to KY-172 (the Elkfork- 
Paint highway) and thence over 
172 to Paintsville. 

Through Wednesday they had 
hauled 22 truckloads, enough 
to load 10 railway cars. Oper¬ 
ations are near the top of rid¬ 
ges east of Granddaddy Knob 
in a coal vein that runs from 6 
feet to 9 feet thick, according 
to observers. 

Ranier, a resident of Floyd 


county, told this newspaper he 
has about 50,000 acres under 
lease for mining along the long 
ridges in the north central part 
of Morgan and southern part 
of Elliott.

EFFORTS TO SUPPLY CITY WATER 
TO SCHOOL SITE BOOSTED AT MEET 


At a joint meeting Monday, 
the Morgan County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation, the Fiscal Court, and 
the West Liberty City Council 
agreed to work together to 
speed construction of an eight- 
inch water line to the site of 
(he proposed new Morgan Coun¬ 
ty High School at Index. 

Ronald Perkins, Morgan 
County ESEA director, explain¬ 
ed that Lexington architect 
Donald B. Shelton expects to 
have plans for the new $2 mil¬ 
lion school complete by July 
25. thus the need for immediate 
action in getting city water to 
the site. 

The City Council earlier had 
agreed to supply the new school 
with water from the city water 
system, and representatives of 
the three agencies unanimous¬ 
ly approved a resolution auth¬ 
orizing Spalding Engineering 
Co. of Hazard to make applica¬ 
tion for federal grants to heip 
finance the project. Spalding 
is the City’s engineering agent. 

The resoluion also authoriz¬ 
ed Spalding to include in the 
application a request for grants 
to enable the City to build an 
eigh-inch water main to the 
site of the new West Liberty 
Hospital now under construc¬ 
tion on Wells Hill. 

It was pointed out at the 
meeting that though there is 
sufficient water available at the 
hospital site, a larger line i6 
required to supply the hospit¬ 
al’s sprinkler system. The Wells 
Ilill section presently is sup¬ 
plied with a six-inch water 
main. 

Construction of an eight-inch 
water main from West Liberty 


to the school site at Index will 
cost an estimated $80,000. 

Mayor Charles Black explain¬ 
ed that the City hopes to qualify 
for an 80 percent federal grant 
to finance the project. 

Supt. Walton Jone, who pre¬ 
sided at the meeting held in his 
office, said the board of educa¬ 
tion plans to use funds pre¬ 
viously set aside for drilling of 
a school water well to help the 
city pay the local share of the 
cost. 

Judge Allen said the Fiscal 
Court is behind the project and 
will support it in any way it 
can. 

Mayor Black slated that the 
City Council is giving serious 
consideration to construction in 
the not-too-distant future of i 
new water plant to replace the 
town's present outdated facility. 
He added that the council had 
hoped to include the water line 
to Index in an overall request 
for funds to build the new 
plant. 

However, the needs at the 
school demand quick action and 
he said the council will join 
the school board and fiscal 
court in making immediate ap¬ 
plication for the new water 
lines. 

Plans for a modern $800,000 
water plant at West Liberty 
were prepared some years ago 
by Spalding Engineering Co. 

Representing the school board 
at the meeting were Supt. Wal¬ 
ton Jones, Ronald Perkins, and 
board member Bert Holbrook. 

Representing the fiscal court 
were Gene Allen and Dr. VV’m. 
Holbrook, court member. 

Mayor Black represented the 
city council.

The Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service (AS 
CS) will require in 1971, as they 
did in 1970, each grower to 
certify that he did not use DDT 
and/or TDE on his tobacco 
“after it was planted in the 
field on this farm.” If the grow¬ 
er has used DDT and/or TDE 
on his field tobacco, he will not 
be eligible for price support 
on that crop.

NUNN OPPOSES 
SEVERANCE TAX 
ON KY. COAL ONLY 


SLADE, Ky. — Gov. Louie B. 
Nunn restated his opposition 
to imposing a severance tax on 
coal in Kentucky alone. 

Nunn said a severance tax- 
might be borne by the coal in¬ 
dustry during the present boom 
in demand for coal and corres¬ 
ponding high coal prices. But 
he said such a tax could bo 
harmful when the price de¬ 
clines during the normal ebb 
and flow of that industry. 

Nunn’s statement came in re¬ 
ply to a question raised at a 
two-day environmental confer 
once at Natural Bridge State 
Park. 

Nunn said he felt t’ne revenue 
from a severance tax would 
not be adequate to offset the 
money needed for unemploy¬ 
ment and welfare payments dur¬ 
ing the low periods in the coal 
industry. 

He compared the issue with 
the production tax put on Whis¬ 
ky which caused a distiller to 
store the whisky outside the 
state and depriving Kentucky' 
workers of jobs. 

Both the main gubernatorial 
contenders in the recent Demo-1 
cratic primary supported a sev¬ 
erance tax.

ed in the field") has caused 
some farmers to think that 
DDT can be used on tobacco 
beds. However, Kentucky law 
strictly forbids the use of DDT 
on tobacco in beds as well as 
in the field. 

Adding to the confusion in 
Kentucky is the federal restric¬ 
tion which bans the use of DDT 
and/or TDE on tobacco, except 
for that still in channels of 
trade and labeled for use of 
tobacco. However. Kentucky law 
—an amendment to the Ken- 
lucky Economic Poisons Law 
(Sept. 1, 1970) — says that DDT 
must not be used on tobacco 
in any stage of growth. This 
means that DDT “still in chan¬ 
nels of trade” cannot be used 
on Kentucky tobacco even tho¬ 
ugh it is permitted under fed¬ 
eral regulations. 

Growers who use these pro- 
hibted insecticides run a double 
risk, Gregory points out. They 
will suffer personal financial 
loss if their crop is condemned 
and they also can place Ken¬ 
tucky’s tobacco program is a 
serious situation. 

Farmers can help the state's 
tobacco program — and pre¬ 
vent their own crops from be¬ 
ing condemned — by using the 
recommended alternate insecii 
cides which have proven effec¬ 
tive on tobacco. You can find 
out about the insecticides ap¬ 
proved for use on tobacco at 
your local county Extension 
office.

Frequently we hear or read the word "hill¬ 
billy'' and our section referred lo as a pauper 
section. “Hill-billy" is an honorable term, but 
outsiders five it the wrong slant. Hill-billies 
are not paupers nor ignorant any more than 
other sections. 

If we are ignorant, why do other states hire 
our teacher to teach their children? 

True our hill country is a depressed area 
economically, but we are not paupers, as such; 
not like the slums of the cities. 

We are a depressed area because the Moun¬ 
tain section has been woefully mistreated in 
the rears past. We allowed the lumber barons 
to denude our forests, then we allowed the 
coal barons to take our virgin veins of coal. 
When the best was gone, they left — and be¬ 
hind them they left a population, deprived of 
their mean- of a livelihood, their virgin pop¬ 
lar, oak anu pine, their rich coal veins. 

After exporting our virgin timber and rich 
coal, then they commenced exporting our mor ; 
ambitious workers to northern industrial areas. 
Richer states siphoned off our more ambitious 
teachers. 

We are not yet a decadent population. But 
ours is a population with a preponderance jf 
the very young and the very old. The 21 to 55 
year old productive age group mostly is away 
at work. 

We are chided for getting more than our 
share of the public school money and the old 
age assistance money. But just to have our 
rightful share, considering our age groups, we 
are lue to get more proportionately than the 
rest of the state, area considered. 

The 32 mountain counties comprise about 
one-fourth of the state's geographical area, yet 
this one-fourth graduates one-third of the 
eighth graders in the state, and nearly one- 
third of the state’s high school seniors. 

And though we graduate nearly a third of 
the high school seniors, there’s not a state 
institution of higher learning (a college) from 
Morehead south to Virginia or from Richmond 
east to West Virginia. Are we mistreated, arc 
we neglected? 

Denuded of our saleable natural resources, 
coal and lumber, and with our more ambitious 
natives being siphoned away to richer states, 
the mountains have a problem. Not because 
we are mountaineers, but because we ha\e 


b»en mistreated in the past and neglected here 
of late 

What is the answer? 

Maybe it s too complex to put in this brief 
editorial. But basically, if we are given assis¬ 
tance in a few broad fields, we can pull out 
of our depressed condition. The basic things 
we need, we think, are these— 

1. Reforestation, farm by farm, and a man¬ 
aged forestry program; then woodcraft indus¬ 
tries that good lumber will bring if we don'i 
cut and ship it away. 

2. Improvement of wateways; small watet- 
shed programs to deepen and straighten chan¬ 
nels and prevent erosion of our tillable fram- 
land; dams for flood protection and recreation. 

3. An expanded soil conservation service 
with federal aid for rebuilding soil structures 
washed bare by repeated flash floods. 

4. More job retraining schools to train our 
workers in other careers. 

5. An expanded vocation program to train 
our youth in crafts. 

6. Double the number of regional junior col¬ 
leges (five are planned for the mountains) to 
give our youth a chance at higher education, 
and with costs kept in line with our economic 
condition. 

7. Elimination of the crooked highways wind 
ing through hill country that have frequent 
steep grades and horseshoe curves. 

8. More ARA aid in financing small local 
factories to utilize our labor and our natural 
resources 

9. Establishment of more state parks and 
development of a righ tourist business in an 
area that is as beautiful as the Smokies or 
the Blue Ridge. 

If the mountains are helped in obtaining 
these, our native intelligence, native industry, 
native skills will assist with the jobs. 

Then we can keep many of our exportable 
ambitious people in the mountains to up-grade 
the economy, the services, and help make our 
hills the fabled land it deserves to be. Ours 
can be another Smoky Mountains filled with 
small industries, happy farmers, and offering 
tourists the vacationland so many city people 
want to visit.

— An additional 17,018 low- 
income Kentuckians received 
assistance through the U. 3.

COMPULSORY SCHOOL 
CASE The U. S. Supreme 
Court agreed to decide some¬ 
time next year whether states 
can compel parents belonging 
to Amish and similar religious 
sects to send their children 
to public high schools. 

The case arose in Wisconsin 
But the Amish and similar 
sects reside in 19 states, and 
in many of them, Shere have 
been running disputes with 
school authorities. 

Wisconsin law requires par¬ 
ents to send their children to 
public or private schools until 
the children reach ago 16 or 
until they graduate from high 
school, if that comes earlier. 
The Amish apparently are 
willing to comply with the 
law to the extent of sending 
their children to school thro, 
ugh the elementary grades, 
but they assert that high 
school inroduccs the children 
to worldly influences and the 
law thus violates Iheir religi¬ 
ous liberty. 

The Wisconsin supreme court 
upheld the Amish, ruling that 
they have a constitutional right 
to refuse to send their child¬ 
ren to higlh school. The state 
court accepted the Amish ar¬ 
gument that public schooling 
beyond the eighth grade teach¬ 
es what the court termed an 
“unacceptable value system’ 
to the AmLsh. The court also 
agreed that high school “seeks 
to integrate ethnic groups in a 
homogenized society,” and it 
concluded that “to force a 
worldly education on al' Amish 
children, the majority of whom 
don't want or need it, in order 
to confer a dubious benefit 
on the few who might later 
reject their religion, isn’t a

Those who attended gradua¬ 
tion exercises at Morgan County 
High School last week will re¬ 
call the basic theme, emphasiz¬ 
ed time and again throughout

The old man's countenance 
fell but he spoke of patience 
courage, persevenence, etc. Lat¬ 
er in the day he went with his 
son to the “free dispensary” 
i where the young doctor had on 
unsalaried position and where i 
he spent several hours every 
day. 

The father sat by, a silent but 
intensley interested spectator 
while 25 poor unfortunates 
received help. The doctor for¬ 
got his father while he bent 
his skilled energies to the task. 

The door was hardly closed 
on the last patient when the 
old man burst out: “I thought 
you told me you weren’t doing 
anything. Why if I helped as 
many pcolc in a month as you 
have in one morning, I would 
thank God that my life counted 
for something!” 

“But there’s no money in 
it,” the doctor said somewhat 
abashed. 

"Money!” the old man shout¬ 
ed “Mercy! What is money in 
comparison with being of use 
to your fellow man? Never mind 
about the money. You go right 
ahead with this work every 
day. I’ll go back to the farm 
and gladly earn the money to 

support you as long as I live_ 

Yes and sleep soundly every 
night with the thought that I 
have helped you to help your 
fellow man.”’

the soldier’s grave cane to light 
recently. Mrs. Delbert L. Peyton 
of Route 1 West Liberty reports 
that O’Dool is buried in the Pey¬ 
ton Cemetery at Kellacey and 
was the first person to be bur¬ 
ied there. According to Mrs. 
Peyton, O’Dool was wounded 
in front of the home of Aunt 
Nancy Carroll. Her son, thc 
late Rennie Carroll, was li 
years of age at the time and 
often told how his mother took 
thc wounded soldier into her 
home, hid him from soldiers of 
thc opposing force who meant 
to finish him, and cared for 
him until he died. Rennie Car- 
roll, who was born Aug. 14, 
1851, was 12 at the time, which 
means the skirmish took place 
in 1863. Rennie Carroll’s mo¬ 
ther, Nancy, was a Havens of 
what is now called the Grassy 
Creek section of Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, who married Lemuel Car- 
roll, also of the Grassy section. 
Lemeul and Nancy Havens Car- 
roll purchased a farm on Lick¬ 
ing River near Kellacey and 
moved there in 1851. Upon 
their deaths, the farm was deed- 
ed to their son, Rennie, and 
another son, William Samuel 
Carroll. Upon Samuel’s death his 
share of the farm was divided 
among his three surviving child¬ 
ren and Lemuel and Nancy 
Carroll’s descendants still owii 
the land upon which their fore¬ 
bearers first set up housekeep¬ 
ing. Of O’Dool’s parentage and 
kin, nothing is known. The 
house in which Aunt Nancy 
Carroll hid him, however, still 
stands.
